Liquor licenses may become much 
more difficult to obtain in Granite City. 

An amendment to the city’s liquor 
license ordinance adopted by the ‘Fity 
Council Tuesday night would prohibit the 
issuance of a license to any applicant 
whose business property is within 300 feet 
of.a school, church or hospital. 

The ordinance had Previously required 
license applicants to 
100 feet from such facilities.. While that 
distance was measured from building to 
building in the past, the amendment pro- 

__ vides that the distance now be measured 
from property boundary tines: = 

Mayor Ron Selph said that he requested 
the amendment to further protect chil- 
dren and other members of the public 
from the dangers and nuisances associat- 
éd with establishments that sell alcoholic 
beverages. 

But after the City Council unanimously 
approved the amendment, Alderman 
Craig Tarpoff pointed out that many 
éstablished businesses: — including as 
National Foods, QuikTrip, Hucks — and 
‘many taverns in the city would no longer 
qualify for licenses due to their pean 
to schools, churches or St. Elizabeth Med- 
ical Center.

National is located across Madison Ave- 
nue from Granite City High School. Quik- 
Trip and Hucks are both within 300 feet 
of SEMC property. Many taverns and 
liquor stores are located within 300 feet of 
churches or schools. 

“As I understand it, liquor licenses are 
issued for one year and businesses must 
re-apply each year. I want to be sure that 
when National,- Hucks, QuikTrip and 
these other businesses apply for licenses 
the next time around, they will not be 
excluded because of this amendment,” 
‘Tarpoff said. 

City Attorney Leo Konzen said that Tar- 
poff was correct regarding the application 
process and that he would have to look 
inte-the-matter,-He-said thatthe amend-__ 
ment could possibly be changed to 
exempt businesses that held a liquor 
license at the time the amendment was 
adopted. . 

feanwhile, Selph said he would refrain 
from signing the amendment into law 
until Konzen researches the matter. 

The amendment was not on the City 
Council agenda and was distributed to 
aldermen before the meeting. Many of 

| them said after the meeting that they had 
not been ‘aware that the matter-would 
brought up and that they had not had 
time to research the issue. 


Robbery suspect captured 


‘The man who allegedly beat and robbed 
Granite City businessman Don Caughron 


last month is now behind bars, 

Richard D.* Hart, -29;--of—F-estus, Mo., 
was arrested in Fairview Heights Thurs- 
day. Police say Hart used a fictitious 
mame when arrested Thursday on a 
charge of retail theft, but that U.S. Mar- 
shals, acting on.a.tip, had Granite City 
detectives travel to- the St. Clair County 
jail to identify Hart. 


Police said Hart was also wanted for 
violating furlough because_he failed to 
appear for sentencing on a previous drug 

+. possession conviction. He rémained in the 
St. Clair County jail Friday. 

Hart was charged with armed robbery 
July 22 for allegedly using two weapons 
"a knife and a gallon can of paint strip- 
per — during a robbery at Don’ Hard- 
ware in the 1800 block of Delmar Avenue 
July 17. 


Hart allegedly took more than $3,200 
cash and five rings- with a total value of 
more than $7,700 from Caughron, 59, who 
‘was working alone in the store that morn- 
ing. 

Bond on the armed robbery warrant is 
$100,000. 

Local police agencies and U.S. Mar- 
shals had been searching for Hart for 
more than a month. Hart had been known

Caughron sustained a broken nose, a 
shattered eye socket, a fractured shoulder 
‘and bruises all over his body as a result 
of the beating. Caughron told police that
